being no such offense known in crimi- 
nal law as such a trespass, ond a per- 
son could never be prosecuted for such i 
an offense. They are, m fact, in the j 
words of that eminent jurist. Sir Fred- 
erick Pollock, in his well known work, 
"Pollock on Torts," a '"wooden false- 
hood " 


It is a common fallacy to imagine 


that the crime of forgery consists in 
signing another's name, though in fact 
committing forgery consists in making 
and uttering any false instrument in 
writing with attempt to defraud; thus 
it may be a forgery to omit a word 
from a document, and it will be a mat- 
ter of considerable surprise to many to 
learn that it is possible for a person to 
forge his or her own name. A person, | 
however, who fraudulently inserts an- 
other's name on a picture, thereby sell- 
ing it as the work of some other artist, 
is not guilty of forgery, as a picture is 
not an "instrument in writing." 


The crime of perjury also does not 


quite "fit in" with the generally ac- 


j cepted idea, which is that if a person, 


after being sworn on oath, to speak tbo 
truth, swears fa-Isely, he is guilty of 
such offense. This is correct with tho 
important qualification that the fact 
the witness has sworn to must be ma- 
terial to the case. Thus, if a witness 
on being duly sworn gave a false ad- 
dress on being asked where ho lived, 
this, though untrue, would i^ot amount 
to perjurj, as the place where the wit- 
ness lived would be quite immaterial. 


That a person may be guilty of per- 


jury though speaking the truth may 
seem a curious anomaly, but such nev- 
ertheless is the fact, as the test of per- 
jury is not whether a person is speak- 
ing what he believes to be tbe truth; 
so, if a witness, for instance, on being 
asked, "What colored tie was the pris- 
oner wearing when you met him?" re- 
plied "red," when in fact he did not 
really notice, he would be guilty of 
perjury, even though the prisoner wa<5 
in reality wearing a red tie when the 
witness met him. 


Numerous other instances of crimes 


•which present similar curious points to 
the above might be given, and. in pass- 
ing, persons taking out insurances 
against burglary might note that this 
crime can only be committed between 
the hours of 9 p. m. and 6 a. m.; that 
breaking into a house by means of an 
open door or window is cot burglary, 
although entering a house by sliding 
down the chimney is. 


We must not conclude this article 


I without a short reference to a compar- 


atively recent case in which a man not 
possessing the menus to pay entered a 
restaurant, where he ordered and ate a 
good dinner. As, however, he was un- 
able to pay for the sajne lie was given 
in charge and subsequently indicted 
for "obtaining goods by false pre- 
tenses." The case resulted in the pris- 
oner's acquittal on the ground that he 
had not been guilty of any false pre- 
tenses. 


This individual therefore had a good 


meal on the cheap, but we should not 
advise any enterprising reader to emu- 
late his example, as. although be could 
not indeed be prosecuted for obtaining 
goods by false pretenses, it seems that

S managing editor of The 


Patriot, Havana soon be- 
came too bot to bold me. 
Suspected of corresponding 
witb 
the insurgents, 
I 


was hauled before the tyrant Weyler 
::T the palace. This was one morning 
early. At noon I was aboard a train 
for Batabauo and at night on a steam- 
er for the Isle of Pines, the penal set- 
tlement for political convicts. 


It might have been worse, of course, 


for the tribunal might have sent me to 
Oeuta. ou the African coast, where 
chains and a cell would surely have 
been my portion. Instead, however, I 
was confined within the borders of a 
beautiful island which a. bountiful 
Providence had provided with every 
gift of nature and deprived only of my 
friends and my habitual environment. 


Soon after my deportation, having 


been landed at one of the two ports 
here and finding the wretched town 
life not to my taste, I wandered away 
to the eminence known as the Crystal 
hill, from the summit of which I could 
look out over the desolate sea and the 
forest intervening between it and the 
plantations.

disease, though one of the most terri- 
ble known to medical science, does you 
a great deal of good if you are capable 
of throwing it off without suffering 
after effects of a more serious charac- 
ter than being pitted with the queer 
little marks it almost invariably leaves 
behind to distinguish its victims.
